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THE TVWVO HOUSES. 


The Greely Rollef Expeditioa—the Chaimeors-WMane 
ning Onse. 

WasHtIneton, Febrtiary 8.—The chair laid 
before the senate a conmimunication from the 
secretary of the interior, transmitting, in 
compliance with a resolution of the 11th ul- 
timo, a copy of the report of the com mission- 
er ofthe general land cf%ice relating to the 
grant of lauds made by the United States io 
the Florida railroad. Referred to the com- 
mittee on public lands. 

Mr. Frye reported the new shipping bill 
agreed upou by the committeeon commerce. 
It is entitled a bill to remove certain burdens 
from the American merchant marine, anc. to 
encourage the foreign carrying trade, Mr. 
Frye, premising thar he was obliged to leave 
Washington four Mississippi shortly, said he 
would ask to make an oral explanation of 
the bill, in lieu of a written report. He ex- 
plained brietiy the provisions of 
the showing that 90 per 
ent draw back of the duty allowed on 
articles imported from the part of the struct- 
ure of ships built in this country, wholly of 
foreign material,is by the present bill al- 
lowed when any parts of the vesselsare built 
f foreign materials. He also explained that 
the marine hospital fees are, by the provis- 
ions of the bill dispensed with, and it ismade 
the duty of the United States to support al! 
marine hospitals, as is done by all other civ- 
liced countries.0n con2luding his remarks ex- 
planatory ofthe bill, Mr. Frye said “be hoped 
it would receive carefal consideration, [It 
would enable America to take a step in ad- 
vance of anything done for its positive inter- 
sts within the last twenty years.’’ 

He hoped that the burdens and barnacles 
pieced on those important interests by our 
wn law, would be removed, and that some- 
would be done to enable us to recover 
irsupremacy on the ocean.

ing, as he had ascertained, that nothing that 
he could do would secure the reinstatement

Mr. Riddieberger then,offered a resolution

the house of representatives, to inquire and 
report upon the causes of ail removals ofsub 
ordinate officers made by the secretary ana 
Sergeant-at-armis of the senate; the clerk, ser- 
veant-at-arms, door keeper, and 
postmaster of ihe house. The 
resolutions further directs the committee to 
report how many disabled and other soldiers 
have been removed, and the states to which 
they and all other discharged and appointed 
persons belong; also whether the civil service 
act applies to congressional appointments. 
In presenting this resolution, Mr. Riddieber- 
ger said he had supposed the resolution of Mr. 
Beck was intended as a ‘‘columbiad”’ aimed 
at some body, and so far as he, Riddleberger, 
Was concerned, he was ready to go to the tull 
leugth which anybody couid wish, in the di- 
reciion of investigation, He suggested that 
Virginia had less representatives 
Smong the goveanment employes 
than Kentucky had, and much less 
than it was entitled to, and he would like to 
ascertain whether the civil service act applied 
to the sabordinate appointments of the two 
houses of congress, and not to one house only. 

e had heard intimations that 
appointments were made in the 
interest of the senators from Vir- 
Sinia,and he wanted te show, among other 
things, the want of foundation for such a 


charge. 
THE GREELY RELIEF EXPEDITION. 

Mr. Hale called up the conference report 
On the Greely relief expedition. The chair 
announced that the bili, from the point: of 
view of parliamentary law, was in possession 
of the house of representatives, and no motion 
or remarks could be made relating to it except 
by unanimous consent. Mr. Hale asked the 
Unanimous consent of the senate to the 
emergency to take the billup. Mr Ingalls 
remarked that much had been said about 
emergency, when in fact no expedition could 
leave before May. He severely criticised the

Hale defended the secretary of the navy, 
claiming that what he had done was not an 
impertinence, but entirely proper. Mr. 
Ingalls referred to the reports which he had 
read in the public prints, to the eftect that 
already, and before auy bill on this subject 
ofthis expedition had been passed by con- 
gress, a ship had been bought by the secre- 
tary of the navy for the purpose. Mr. Hale 
Said the secretary of war and 
the navy together, recognizing tbe 
urgency of the situation, had 
on their own personal responsibility, arranged 
for the purchase ofaship, afd ifthe govern- 
ment did not want it, there was no obligation 
in it to taketheship. The pointof parliamenst- 
ary law was covered by ithe suggestion of the 
chair that the secretary of the sénate take the 
communication to the house, showing the 
condition of the bills. The matter was then 
cropped and the senate took up the Mexican 
oe grant titles bill. 

The debate was participated in by Messrs. 
Bayard, Bowen, Dolph, Conger, Plumb, Van 
Wyck, Sherman and Coke. At5:30p: m. the 
debate closed and the bill was passed. Ad- 
journed until Monday next, 

IN THE HOUSE. 

In the house, Mr. Sheiley, of Alabama, 
offered a resolution calling on the secretary 
of the treasury for information as to whether 
any consul general, consular agent or other 
consular oflicer is indebted on account of fees 
received, trust funds, or from other sources. 
Referred. Mr. Belmont,of New York,offered 
a resolution directing the committee on judi- 
Clary to inquire and report whether coogress 
has power to reguiate commerce between the 
United States and foreign nations by the im- 
position, in the form ef federal inspection 
laws, of any prohibition, hindrance, burden 
or tax on American porg, destined for expor- 
tation from any state, said inspection laws 
being only intended to ascertain and attest 
the quality of such American pork, 
and not ‘to inforce the inpection laws of 
the state, the United Statesor the general 
reventie or navigation requirementof tne fed- 
eral government at the several ports of ex- 
port, epplicable to all mercbandise to. be ex- 
ported; also whether any state may not by its 
inspection laws absolutely necessary for the 
parpose, require part intended for expert to 
be inspected and marked by the officers of 
such state, and levy a tax to defray the ex- 
pense of such inspection and marking. Re- 
ferred to the committee on foreign affairs. 

Mr. Randali submitted a conference report 
on the Greely relief bill, announcing a fur- 
ther disagreement. ‘The report was agreed to. 
Mr. Finnerty offered a preamble and resolu- 
tion regretting the death of Wendell Phillips 
asa national bereavement. Mr. Eaton ob- 
jected, and the resolution went over. 

THE MISSISSIPPI ELECTION CASES, 

Mr. ‘Turner, oi Georgia, chairman of the 
committee on eleetions, reported a resolation 
in the Mississippi election case of Chalmers 
vs. Manning, ulscharging the committeegrom 
any further consideratioa of the prima facie 

ase, and awarding the seat to neither of the 
contestants. Mr. Curtin, of Pennsylvania, 
asked leave tooifer a resolution recommitting 
the prima facie case to the committee with 
instructions to asceriain and report immedi- 
ately whether @le certificate of election as re- 
ported, has been awarued to either of the 
contestants, andif soto whom. Objection 
was made andthe cotimittee’s resolution 
was ordered printed. 

Mr. Lowry, of Indiana, from the samecom 
mittee, reported a resolution in the Virginia 
contested election case of Garrison vs. Mayo, 
declaring that Mayo has the prima facie right 
to the seat, and securing him in his right, 
pending the decision of the caseon its merits, 
Ordered printed. Mr. Bayne, of Pennsylva- 
nia, introduced a bill repealing all internal 
taxes on domestic tobaccos. Referred. 

The house then proceeded to the consider- 
ation of the report of the committee on rules. 
Mr. Cox of Pennsyivania, an amend- 
ment cresting a select com- 
mittee on tne tenth census which 
was pendiag when the house adjourned yes- 
terday. It was agreed to by l6Uto 90) Mr. 
Skinner’s amendment forthe appointment 
of anexecutive committee was rejected only 
two votes in the afiirmative. The rule rezu- 
lating admissionsto the floor was amended 
by excluding ex-senators trom that privilege 
by 10@ to 23. 

THE NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS. 

Mr. Randail, from the commitiee on ap- 
propriations, reported the naval appropria- 
tion bill, and gave notice that it wouid be 
called up next Tuesday.. It appropriates 
$14 263 000, being $8 592,000 less than the 
auioguut estimated for, $1,651,000 less 
than the amount appropriated for the current 
fiscal year. Toe amenodmeat to the rules 
offered by Mr. Reed, of Maine, fixing the 
order of business, was discussed for one hour, 
Tne discussion ran principally in the direc 
tion of pointing out the utterimpracticability 
of haying any pabiic basiness done in the 
house except the passaye of the 
appropriation Hilis. Mr. Randail, 
in clOsing the debate, recognized the impossi- 
bility of congress transacting more thana 
very smali per centage of the business before 
it. In the thirty-eiguth congress the whole 
number of bilis introduced was less than 
1.000. In the last congress more than 10,000 
He opposed the amendment, because it would 
tear down every restraint against extrava- 
gance, He suggested that the remedy was 
not to be found in the rules, but in such leg- 
islation as wonld provide tribunals for private 
claims and for pensions. Mr, Reed’s amend- 
ment was lost—yeas 126, nays 137, The 
report of the committee on rules was then 
adopted. Mr. Davidson, of Fiorida, otfered 
a resolution requesting the president to pre- 
vent the delivery of Senor Carlos Aguers, now 
in prison at Key West, in Fiorida, and held 
for extradition on demand of the government 
of Spain, until it shall be ascertained that the 
charges against him are true, and that he is 
bot held for political offenses. 
Referred. The speaker announced 
the appointment of Hopkins 
Ward Adams of New York, Poland and 
Wilson of lowa, as the committee to investi- 
gate’ the charges against H. V, §Boynton, 
Washington correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Commercial-Gazette. Mr. Goff, of West Vir- 
ginia, introduced a joint-resolation appropri- 
ating $100,000 for the relief of the sufferers by 
the overflow of the Ohio river and,jts ‘tribu- 
taries. Referred. Adjourned until Monday. 
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AN AMERICAN ARRESTED.

Fenianiam.

A despatch was received 
by Speaker Shread from Assemblyman Tay- 
lor, of Kings county, whois also. with the 
party, notifying bim that Denobs had been 
arrested by the Canadian auth , but on 
what charge it was not stated. It was thought 
here, from the fact of Donohue’s always hav- 
ing been a Fenian leader, that he wasjidenti- 
fied with the Fenian raids into Canada in 
1866, that his arrest is due to that fact.

THE PRESIDENT DECIDES ON A 
POLICY OF DELAY. 


All the Candidates Must Work for Him in Chicago 
After Which He Will Reward the One Me 
Loves Best—Why Mr. Eaton Objected to 
Resolutions of Respect to Phillips. 


Special to The Constitution. 

Wasuineron, February 8.-Ex-Senator Eaton 
said to your correspondent that the reason he 
objected to Mr. Finnerty's resolution of re- 
gret:in regard to the death of Wendell Puhil- 
lips to day, was because the latter had been 
the free lance of ail parties. ‘‘He was,’ he 
said, ‘‘a secessionist, and no resolution in eu- 
logy of himshould be adopted without due 
consideration. Phillips had,’ hesaid, ‘‘been 
in favor of secession, and it would be as ap- 
propriate for a resolution of the l*innerty 
character to have been offered when Robert 
E. Lee died.”’ 

THE GEORGIA JUDGESHIP, 

It is announced here that the president 
will make no appointment to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of the Hon. Jobn 
Erskine, judge of the southern dictrict of 
Georgia, until after the Chicago convention, 
which meets in June. It is intimated 
here in knowing circles that Mr. J. R. Sausey, 
of Savannah, stands a fair chance to be ap- 
pointed. The president has, so it is said, 
Lwo objects in view, one to solidify the repub- 
licans on himself and the other 1s not to give 
otiense. 

THE TREZEVANT CLAIM. 

Mr. Hammond introduced a bill looking to 
the payment of the Trezeyant claim in spite 
of Comptroller Lawrence’s decision. The 
bill passed by the last congress, ordered the 
payment to the state of thirty-five thousand 
tive hundred and fifty-five dollars for money 
expended in the common defense 1n the rev- 
olutionary war. Comptroller Lawrence de- 
cided that this sum must be credited on the 
land tax levied against Georgia during the 
late war, and thus payment was stoppec. 
Mr Hammond’s bill declares this sum 
shall be paid to Georgia in cash, It was re- 
ferred to the judiciary committee lor opinion 
on the law of the case. Mr. Hammond a'so 
jatroduced a bill to allow the withdrawing 
from the distillery warehouse of alcohol or 
other spirits to be used inthe manuiacture ol 
drugs and chemicals; also, a bill, by request, 
changing the time for the United States dis 
trict and circuit courts of the northern (Cis- 
trict of Georgia frum the second and third 
Mondays in September to the first and sec 
ond Mondays in October.

Roberts, Sandersville; J. J. Taylor 
ut Withers, DPostoflice estabiished at licyd 
springs, Floyd county. 

Senator Hoar’s sub-committee on the priv- 
ileges and elections committee appointed to 
investigate the alleged irregularities at the 
polls in Copiah county, Miss., held a meeting 
this morning to decide upon their plan of ac- 
tion. They wiil leave Washtogton early 
next week, probably Tuesday morning, tor 
Hazelhurst, the county seatof Copiah county, 
and decide upon furiher proceedings upon 
their arrival. Their sessions will probaoly 
be held at New Orleans and Jackson Miss.

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STATES RIGHTS AND CATTLE. 


Some Iseues Presented in the Vebaie on the Pleuros 
Paeumosia Bil.

WASHINGTON, February 8.—The discussion 
of the pleuro-pneumonia bill in. the house 
brought into conflict some of the opposing 
theories of federal authority. The bul pro- 
poses the establishment of a bureau of ani- 
mai industry for the purpose of checking 
and, if possible, exterminating 
diseases among cattle—especially pleuro- 
pueumonia, From the first it 
met streluous Opposition. Tie quarantine 
powers it gave transcended all precedent. 
Many of the strict constructionisis opposed 
the bill asa sweep of federal authority beyond 
constitutional guaranty. Judge Buckner, of 
Missouri, said in conversation: ‘I have tried 
cattle-raising and had disease brought into 
my herds from infected = districts I 
lost them nearly all because a gan 
with diseased caitle was | 
keep them up. But 
fedéral government to do with t!

The opponents of the bill claimed that re- 
ports ofthe existence of pleuro-pneumonia 
have been grossly exaggerated, The advocates 
of the bili say that the undoubted tendency 
of legislation and of judicial decisions sup- 
porting it is toward fuller federal power in 
ail matters of quarantine and health regula- 
tion; that no system of state law could sutlice 
and none couid ever be harmoniously oper- 
ated; that the agricultural interests and 
the dictates of hygiene demand 
the enactment of such a law. 
The present bill has too many sweeping pro- 
visions and leaves too many loop holes for 
abuse, It, however, proposes a co-operation 
of the federal and state authorities 30 as to 
give the advantages of. local administration 
and secure the right to protect one state 
against another. The debate evinced at least 
one thing. It was that there is a close study 
in congress of the various interests of the 
country and ah effort to protect thnem by in- 
tellizent legislation. 
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STATE AND FEDERAL COURTS, 


Congressman Hammond’s Bill to Regulate Transfer of 
Oases to United States Uourts. 
Special to The Constitution. 


WASHINGTON, February 8.—The transfer of 
cases from state to federal courts has caused 
considerable commotion in Georgia since the 
internal revenue law has been in operation. 
The law authorizing the transfer of civil or 
criminal cases brought in state courts against 
federal ofliciais or deputies for acts done in 
the discharge of their duty, dates 
back to 1833, but it never had an 
especially odious application until the trou- 
bles began to arise among the people and 
deputy revenue collectors. This has been a 
fruitiul source of contention, occasioning fre- 
quent collisons between local and federal 
courts. The bill introduced by Colonel Ham- 
mond last Monday toamend the law as to 
such cases is as follows: 

A billto amend section six hundred and forty- 
three of the revised siatutes of the United Siates. 
Be it enacted by the senate and honse of repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in con- 
gress assembied, Thai section six huuodred and 
forty-three of the revised statutes of the United 
States be amended by inserting therein, after the 
word *‘void,’’ in the fourth sentence there®@f, the 
following: “Provided, however, that when any 
criminal prosecution shail be removed 
from a 8 court to a United States court 
before @ presentment by a grand jury or indict- 
meut shall have been made and filed against the 
oefencants in the state court, itsnail be lawful for 
the siate Court to proceed ia such case 80 far as to 
have such presentment or indictment made and 
filed ia said state court; and after the same isso 
made and filed, the cierk of the United States court 
shall issue a writ of certiorari to the state court for 


| like purposes and with like effectas if the case had 
been #0 removed after such presentment or 
indictment was made and filed in such state court.’ 

The history of the United States court at 
Atlanta will furnish instances showing the 
need of such a law. Several years ago a 
number of revenue officials were indicted for 
murderin Gilmer county. They made the 
usual affidavits, and their cases were brought 
to the United States courts at Atlanta Judge 
Erskine held that his court could not try 
them until they had been indicted in the 
Stute court; and they were held under bond 
until sueh indictment was obtained. Three 
or four years later occurred the memorable 
difficulty at Red Oak between citizens and a 
posse of revenue officers. The ofticers were 
taken before a justice of the peace and 
bound over. Their cases were transferred to 
the United States circuit court where the 
oint was raised that they had not yet been 
indicted in the state court and that the grand 
jary of the federal court could not take cog- 
nizance Of the case. Judge Woods ruled 
directly opposite to Judge Erskine’s decision 
and decided that the case could proceed with- 
out record from the state court. The grand 
juryot the United States court then took it 
iu Band. Now the object ofthe bi!! offered 
by Colonel Hammond is tO keep the federal 
oifieials charged with wffense against the 
state laws in the hands of the 
state court until regular process can be had 
against them upto the pointof trial. An 
investigation of the charges can be had by 
the grand jury of the county where the 
oftemse was committed; all necessary wit- 
nesses can be summoned, and the entire case 
cat be presented much more fully than the 
gr jury of a federal court would be likelv 
to Hiake itout. The bill aimsat one of the 
abuses of federal courts and protects the 
rgeid of the citizen much more fully 
than does the present practice. it 
ig possible now that revenue 
otlicials might offend against a state law end 
while preliminary proceedings were pending 
against them have their cases transferred to 
the federal court. The grand jury there, 
either for want of witnesses, or it might be, 
from Jack of inclination to push an investiga- 
tion, might ignore the case. If this bill be- 
comes a law, ail preliminary steps are taken 
in the county where the offense is committed. 
The case is fully prepared for trial and then 
simply turned over to the United States 
courts with its records for a hearing. 
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THE MORRISON BILL.

WasHinoTon, February 8.—For many rea- 
sons the Morrison tariff bill has been fully 
discussed in Washington. It was the first 
tariff bil presented to this congress It came 
irom the chairman of the ways and means 
committee, It embodies the ideas of the 
niost conspicuous leader of the large class of 
demoérats in congress who favor immediate 
tariff agitation. Mr, Morrison sets great store 
by the bill. Heisone of the hardest work- 
ers im congress. He has achieved his 
high position in politics by dint of pluck 
nud perseverance. No man moves 
about the members more than he. 
Since this bill was offered last Monday, his 
activity has been perceptibly increased, It is 
uot too much tosay that heis engaged in 
pressing the bill upon the attention of a lxrge 
number of congressmen, especially upon the 
méuibers of the ways and means committee. 
Congressman Dibble, of Ssuth Carolina, said 
tu me to-day: 

**I have just read the Morrison bill.’’

The idea of a hori- 
z>.. tl reduction of the tariff does not strike me 
favorably. It is not in keeping with previous 
“democratic policy. If we have opposed the 
present tariff for one reason more than an- 
otber it has been because it is a discrimina- 
ting tariff. It bears with unequal weigh! upoa 
our various interests. Now 1 am opposed and 
have been ali the while opposed to any ezgita- 
tion of the tariff at this time, but if we gu in 
to reform it at ail we should not begin on this 
basis. I am in favor of opening the question 
on its merits and not simply scaling off the

H&G MOVES AN AMENDMENT TO 
THE QUEEN'S SPEECH, 
<aeeseeeceneeeeetennien 
The Policy of Gladstone's Government in Ireland 
Severely Criticised — The Orange Outrages— 
The O'Donnell Correspondence — The 
Coming Divisiens—Other News. 


LonboN, February 8.—In accordance with 
previous announcements Mr. Parnell moved 
in the house of commons to-day an amend- 
ment tothe address in reply to the queeff’s 
speech. The amendment severely condemns

the policy of the government in Ireland. 
asserting that it has failed to tranguilize the 
people, has wantonly prohibited public meet- 
ings, and interfered with freedom of speech, 
and has permitted magistrates publicly to 
applaud the conduct of Lord Rossemore, who 
had been removed as justice of the 
peace for disturbing public order 
and inciting ill will and = strife 
between different classes of Ireland. The 
amendment further demands the immediate 
abandonment of the policy of stimulating 
state aided emigration of the Irish, In the 
course of his remarks, with which he accom- 
panied his motion, Mr. Parnell asserted that 
the recent visit of Sir Stafford Northcote to 
Ireland had been an exciting cause of civil 
disturbances, Orange outrages, were in his 
opinion, a grave misforiune to the conser- 
vates, whom Sir Stafford Northcote had drag- 
ged at the heels of a discredited [rish faction. 
He denounced in strong terms the oratory 
of the Orange platform, during the recent at- 
tempt to introduce the national league into 
U Ister. 

The Gorrespondence -between Earl Gran- 
ville, British foreign secretary,and Mr. Low- 
ell, American minister,on the sentence of 
Patrick O'Donnell, was presented to parlia- 
ment to-day. Earl Granvilie’s replies \&» Mr.

WATERS. 


Pittsburg and Wheellng After the Flood—Lower 
Dowa the River. 

CINCINNATI, February 8.—The river now 
marks sixty-two feet, a rise of one and a quar- 
ter inches since midnight. It is now1n one 
foot and three inches of the flood of 1847,and 
two feet four inches of that of last year. The 
weather is cloudy and the temperature is 
growing warmer. . 

The river now marks sixty-two feet four 
and a half inches, arise of four and a half 
inches since 2a.m. The weather is cloudy 
and cool. The cold wave flag that was flying 
from the signal office yesterday morning kas 
disappeared. Hopes of freezing weatner are 
dissipated and no relief is expected now from 
that source. The river at Purtsmouth marks 
sixty feet and is rising fast, falling rapidly at 
the headwaters, bul a further rise must come 
before it all runs out. Marietta and Parkers- 
burg have been entirely cut off from commu- 
nication for two days. Portsmouth is the only 
up-river point that has been heard from so far. 
The relief committee, in conjunction with 
Mayor Stephens, have decided to cail out the 
militia to-night to serve as an assistant pa- 
trul, on account of the darkness. The presi- 
dent of the gascompany says that the supply 
of gas will not be sufficient to last through 
the night. Lhree hundred men have been 
placed on duty. The river was 62 feet 74 
inches at 2 p.m., and 62 feet 844 inches at 3 
p.m. A dispatch from Zanesville says the 
“wuskingum river was higher this morning 
than ever known, and is still rising an inch 
very half hour. The water reaches the Bal- 
timore and Ohio railread bridge, and only the 
absence of drift saves it. 

There. has been no loss cf life on this side 
of the river. In Newport,-Ky., early this 
morping William Buchert, bugler of the 
United States troops at Newport barracks, fell 
from a skiff while trying to reach the second 
story of a barracks building, and was 
drowned. He was twenty-two years old, 
and belonged in Baltimore. Mrs, Wadaler, 
a widow living in Newport, has 
become a raving maniac on account of the 
flood. Ata meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the relief committee appointed by 
the chamber of commerce this morning, it 
was unanimously determine that all money 
received from other places should be used for 
the relief of the suffering of localities outside 
of this city. It being the purpose of the 
committee to expend for the relief ef unfor- 
tunates in Cincifnati only such funds as may 
be contributed here. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., February 8.—The situa- 
tion has not materially changed since yester- 
day. Toe river continued tising slowly till 
11 o’clock this morning, when it came to a 
stand with thirty-nine feet six inchesin the 
canal. It has remained stationary since. The 
Kentucky river at F-ankfort is falling rapid- 
ly, with twenty-one and one half feet in the 
channel. There is but little suffering here, 
and thatis promptly relieved by the relief 
committee. The water is withia five feet of 
the highest point of last year.

Glimpses at Men and Things tn and About the Capite 
~Miner Mattters ef the Day. 

Speciad to fhe Constitution. 

WasHineton, February 8.—A_ patriotic in- 
ventor in Missouri bas sent to Congressman 
Graves of that state, an elaborate circular 
setting forth a plan for coast defense. He 
says our coast is now at the mercy of any 
foreign power that may chouse to attack it. 
He has studied out a mode! fort that will defy 
all assault. Itis to be armed with steam re- 
volving guns capable of penetrating any ship 
armor and of killing by their wonderful ra- 
pidity of fire a hundred thousand men every 
minute. The floor of the fort is full of aper- 
tures through which keen b!/ades are thrust 
one hundred times a minute by the power of 
machinery below to impale the unfortunate 
enemy. While all this is. gomg on 
thousands of nozzies_ are playing 
boiling water, which the inventor 
says no troops can resist. The plan isaccom- 
panied by drawings showing ‘the destructive 
machinery in operation. -The inventor 
threatens to seil his idea to a foreign power 
or to a private corporation if the government 
does not buy it at once. 

Senator Brown is about the only rich man, 
as the term goes now-a-days, in congress from 
the south.

THE RIVER FLOODS. 
The accumulation of snow and ice beforea 


spell of warm and wet weather is becoming a 
precursor of damage and great suffering along 
the rivers in the northwest. The Ohio river 
and ite branches seem to be particularly sub- 
ject to these floods. The headwaters of the 
Obio are locked in January in heavy ice, and 
deep snows cover the water sheds, When 
the February thaw comes the rush of water 
is far beyond the capacity of the bed 
of the river, and all who live near the stream 
are endangered. The damage at Piitsburg 
this year is very great, but the houselessthou- 
sands at Wheeling need help much more than 
the people of Pittsburg. At Cincinnati the 
freshetisof an appalling nature, The unprece- 
dented flood of iast February reached gixty- 
six feet and four inches, and the present tlood 
is as we write within four feet of that height. 
It is thought that the river will“continue to 

Seat beth Cincinnati and Louisville until 
Sunday, and if it does ithe height of last 
February will be exceeded. This would in- 
vyolve a vast deal of humen suffering, an im- 
mense Joss of property, if not of life, The 
effect of this rise upon the lower river cannot 
be measured. At present there are no indi- 
cations of a flood in the Mississippi above St. 
Louis, and if this remains tke case, the lower 
Mississippi can receive the Ohio freshet with- 
out doing great damage along its banks. The 
rise in the Ohio is remarkable because it 
comes just a year later than the unpreceden- 
ted flood of February, 1883. Nothing ap- 
proaching either that flood or the present one 
had occurred except in 1832 ana 1847, The 
‘upper waters are now reported as falling, and 
let us hope that this sudden freshet at Cin- 
cinpati will not be as disastrous as some think 
at present it will be. The weather remains, 
however, unpromisingly warm.

THE PRES: DENTIAL SUCCESSION. 

The question of presidential succession con 
tinues to interest the public, and the differ- 
ent plans are warmly discussed. The present 
plan of succession in case of the death or re- 
moval of both president and vice-president, 
is not favored by any one, but there is consid- 
erable disagreemen Mr. 
Hammond proposes a constitutional amend 
ment looking tothe election of three vice- 
presidents. This proposition has not been 
favorably received, chiefly on the ground that 
men fit to become president would not con- 
sent to stand at the foot of the line. No ca- 
pable man is now willing to accept a nomi- 
nation for vice-president, and the 
place of second vice would be still less desira- 
ble, and a nomination for third vice would be 
almost an insult. 

Another proposition seeks the maintenance 
of the electoral college. In case of a vacancy 
the electoral college could be reassembled to 
elect a new vice-president, the one first chosen 
having become president. Ifthe vice-presi- 
dent should die or be removed from ofiice, 
the electors would also have to be reas- 
sembled. This plan necessitates, howeyer, a 
constitutional amendment, which cann¥t be 
speedily secured, and it does not provide for 
a temporary head of the government in 
ease of the death of both the president 
and vice-president.
